“This suspect was known to 


police,” Fontaine said, adding 
that Schuler has a record of simi¬ 
lar sex assault crimes. He has 
been remanded in custody and 
was denied bail. 

The chilling 
video of an 11- 
year-old girl be¬ 
ing sexually as¬ 
saulted was taken 
by a neighbour,

fold through a suspect

“This person was recording 
something else in their yard, saw 
a man in the park and thought it 
was unusual. Because people re¬ 



alize the value of video footage, 
she continued to record as she 
investigated.” 

As a result, clear pictures of 
the man were obtained, and 
were plastered all over the small 
community until an arrest was 
made. 

“This person didn’t really real¬ 
ize what was happening, and 
just knew that something wasn’t 
right. Immediately following, po¬ 
lice were called.” 

Const. Fontaine said that the 
little girl is recovering from the 
incident with help of family and 
friends. 

“There was nothing this victim 
could have done to avoid this 
from happening,” she said. “Those 
kids did the best they could. Ulti¬ 
mately this is something that will 
affect her negatively.”

bike tour Josh Sutherland 
is a University of Toronto 
law student whose grand¬ 
mother is Ojibwa — which 
makes him Metis, an abo¬ 
riginal. 

The 25-year-old adven¬ 
turer has decided to use a 
bike to travel 1,700 kilo¬ 
metres between five native 
reserves in British Colum¬ 
bia, Alberta and Saskat¬ 
chewan in August to pro¬ 
mote the idea of law 
school — but he hasn’t rid¬ 
den a bicycle in 15 years. 

“I figured if I show up on 
a reserve by car, they’d 
probably think I was lost, 
but if I arrive by bicycle 
with my helmet and jersey 
and sunglasses and loaded 
down with saddle bags on 
front and back, it will 
break the ice and catch the 
kids’ attention,” said 
Sutherland, who has been 
madly training for three 
weeks. 

What he will tell them, 
he says, is to forget all the 
myths that keep so many 
aboriginals from going on 
to higher education. 

He’ll point out there’s all 
sorts of financial aid and 


free tutoring and campus 
native networks that can 
help a kid from the reserve 
feel at home. 

“It wasn’t that long ago 
you lost your (Indian) sta¬ 
tus in Canada if you earned 
a university degree, so a lot 
of aboriginals still resent 


that and think of post-sec¬ 
ondary education as a form 
of assimilation,” 
Meanwhile, Sutherland 
also has received sponsor¬ 
ship from the blue-chip 
law firms of Torys; Osier, 
Hoslcin & Harcourt; Mc¬ 
Carthy Tetrault; Gowling

A little-lcnown group 
called the Indian Mu¬ 
jahideen claimed responsi¬ 
bility for the Ahmedabad 
attack. The same group 
said it carried out bomb at¬ 
tacks that killed 63 people 
in the city of Jaipur in May.

This 
has resulted in a corre¬ 
sponding change in our 
relationship with nature.

don’t have a 
strong, grow¬ 
ing economy.” We hear it 
in the many arguments 
that our efforts to reduce 
greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions, although necessary, 
must not inhibit the econ¬ 
omy. But the economy is a 
human invention, while 
nature is what all life de¬ 
pends on. 

In elevating economics 
above everything else, we 


ignore the reality that we 
live within and make a 
living from the finite con¬ 
fines of the biosphere — 
the thin layer of air, wa¬ 
ter, and soil 
where all life 
exists. 

Nothing 
within a fi¬ 
nite world 
can grow in¬ 
definitely; 
there are 
limits. If we 
are to find a truly sustain¬ 
able future, we have to 
put the eco back into eco¬ 
nomics.

Iraq seeks 
reversal of 
Beijing ban 

politics Iraq has urged the 
International Olympic 
Committee to overturn its 
ban on the country’s par¬ 
ticipation in the Beijing 
Games and hopes to meet 
with the body soon, Iraq’s 
sports minister said on 
Saturday.

The 
IOC gave Iraq a deadline to 
reinstate the body but the 
government has not 
backed down. 

Seven Iraqi athletes — 
two rowers, a weightlifter, 
a sprinter, a discus throw¬

Breast cancer is an issue 
that connects Canadians 
from coast to coast: This 
year, the foundation pre¬ 
dicts an estimated 22,400 
women in Canada will be 
diagnosed with the disease 
— an average of 431 every 
week. One in nine women 
is expected to develop 
breast cancer during her 
lifetime. An estimated 
5,300 women and 50 men 
will die from it this year. 

Intimidating figures, but 
there’s more cause to be 
optimistic. Significant im¬ 


provements in research 
have been made, in part as 
a result of the foundation’s 
work. Since 1969, inci¬ 
dence and death rates of 
breast cancer in Canada 
have declined in women 
aged 20-39. Survival rates 
have improved since the 
1980s, partially as a result 
of better screening and 
treatments. Presently, the 
relative survival rate for 
breast cancer in this coun¬ 
try is 87 per cent according 
to the foundation’s web¬ 
site, meaning people diag¬ 
nosed with the disease 
have an 87 per cent likeli¬ 
hood of living for five 
years after their diagnosis. 

Metro also participated 
in the fight against breast 
cancer by running an all¬ 
pink edition on May 6 and 
donating 5 per cent of its 
advertising revenue for 
that day towards the foun¬ 
dation.

hen Mark 
Hantiuk 
gets served 
a bad beer, 
he doesn’t 


just send it back. He takes 
the bartender aside and 
suggests the place stops 
serving the offending liba¬ 
tion. 

Once he identifies him¬ 
self as a 30-year veteran of 
Labatt Breweries of Cana¬ 
da, the company’s current 
breweiy support manager 
and an expert beer tester, 
the places usually switch¬ 
es off the keg or yanks the 
bottles from the fridge. 

“I can’t enjoy a beer 
that’s not a great beer,” 
says Hantiuk, 50, a con¬ 
fessed perfectionist. Be¬ 
fore the airlines changed 
their rules, he used to 
bring bottles of tasty 
discoveries back from 
his travels. The down¬ 
side: “I can’t go on 
holiday to a place 
where they don’t 
have good beer.” 

He was studying 


food and nutritional sci¬ 
ence at the University of 
Alberta when Edmonton’s 
Labatt brewery advertised 
for a quality technician 
for the summer of 1978. 
Hantiuk knew nothing 
about beer except that he 
liked to drink it. “As a 
young guy, the concept of 
being a brew- 
master was 
pretty ex¬ 
citing.” Af¬ 
ter gradu¬ 
ation two 
years lat¬ 
er, he 
got 
hired 
as a 


brewer trainee and later 
an assistant brewer. He 
went on to be head brew¬ 
er for the company’s Wa¬ 
terloo, Ont., facility 
(which has since closed 
down) and then the brew¬ 
ery in London. 

Most of Hantiulc’s day is 
spent poring over reports 
of the 250 lab 
tests 


Labatt runs on every batch 
of beer. Tests measure 
everything from colour to 
foam head, all of which 
can change thanks to the 
variability of malt, barley, 
hops and yeast. 

Every day around 11:30 
— after avoiding food and 
all drinks except water for 
the previous two hours — 
Hantiuk assembles a team 
in a special room with fil¬ 
tered air and separate cu- 
bicle-lilce booths, and 
everyone swigs up to 
seven different 
beer samples. 
The tasters 
swish, sniff 
and taste be¬ 
fore making 
notes on 20 
different attrib¬ 
utes such as aro¬ 
ma, bitterness 
and aftertaste. 

Yes, Hantiuk and 
his team drink 
every day, but they 
gulp little. “If you try 
to take a large 
amount and then go 
to another sample, 
you’ll be less sensitive. 
Tasting doesn’t lend it¬ 
self to a big drinking ses¬ 
sion.” 

The results of the taste 
and technical tests allow 
Hantiuk and his team to 
suggest the brewmaster 
increase the amount of an

Desk rage 
taking over 
the office 

workplace Get out of the 
way, road rage. Here 
comes desk rage. 

Anger in the workplace 
— employees and employ¬ 
ers who are grumpy, 
insulting, short-tempered 
or worse — is shockingly 
common and likely grow¬ 
ing as people cope with 
woes of rising costs, job 
uncertainty or 
overwhelming debt, 
experts say. 

“It runs the gamut from 
just rudeness up to pretty 
extreme abusive 
behaviours,” said Paul 
Spector, professor of 
industrial and 
organizational psychology 
at the University of South 
Florida. “The severe cases 
of fatal violence get a lot 
of press but in some ways 
this is more insidious be¬ 
cause it affects millions of 
people.” 

Nearly half of U.S. work¬ 
ers in America report 
yelling and verbal abuse 
on the job, with roughly a 
quarter saying it has driv¬ 
en them to tears, research 
has shown. 

Other research showed 
one-sixth of workers 
reported anger at work 
has led to property dam¬ 
age, while a tenth report¬ 
ed physical violence and 
fear their workplace 
might not be safe, reuters

Rock’s sexiest senior 

Mick Jagger defies years as he hits pension age, keeps rocking along 


Mick Jagger is now 
entitled to a basic state 
pension of just under 
$180 a week. 

But he will have to wait 
another five years for free 
roof insulation — that 
benefit is only available to 
Britons over the age of 70. 

The lead singer of British 
rock band the Rolling 
Stones turned 65 on Satur¬ 
day, making him an old-age 
pensioner, albeit in name 
only. 

Jagger continues to turn 
back the clock with age-de¬ 
fying live performances, re¬ 
cently impressing movie 
audiences with his ener¬ 
getic strutting and pouting 
captured by director Martin 
Scorsese in the 2008 rock 
documentary Shine a Light. 

Although his off-stage an¬ 
tics no longer match the 
rock ‘n’ roll excess of fel¬ 
low Stone Ron Wood, re¬ 
cently admitted to rehab 
for a drinking problem, 
Jagger is clearly not about 
to rest on his laurels and 
tend to the garden. 

He is increasingly in¬ 
volved in film production, 
acting as executive produc¬ 
er on Shine a Light and 
backing two other feature 
films since then. Rumors of 


a new Rolling Stones al¬ 
bum and world tour also 
regularly surface in the 
news. 

Should Jagger’s estimat¬ 
ed 225 million pound ($450 
million US) fortune, plus 
pension, prove insufficient, 
another tour would be a 
sure way of helping make 
ends meet. 

The Rolling Stones’ A 
Bigger Bang tour became 
the most successful of all 
time, grossing more than 
$558 million from 2005 to 
2007, according to Stones 
tour producer Michael 
Cohl. 

Michael Philip Jagger 
was born in Dartford, in 
the south of England, on 
July 26, 1943, the son of a 
school teacher and a hair¬ 
dresser. 

In the early 1960s, he 
and guitarist Keith 
Richards formed the 
Rolling Stones, and as lead 
singer Jagger went on to 
become one of rock ‘n’ 
roll’s most famous front¬ 
men, churning out a string 
of classic hits from (I Can’t 
Get No) Satisfaction and 
Jumpin’ Jack Flash to Ruby 
Tuesday and Angie. 

The band is estimated to 
have sold more than 200

million albums worldwide 
and regularly ranks at or 
near the top of lists of the 
most influential acts in pop 
music histoiy. 


Jagger has had a string of 
high-profile romantic af¬ 
fairs, including relation¬ 
ships with Marianne Faith- 
full and Carla Bruni, now

married to French Presi¬ 
dent Nicolas Sarkozy. 

He was married twice, to 
Nicaraguan beauty Bianca 
Perez Macias in 1971 and 
Texas fashion model Jerry 
Hall in 1990, whom he di¬ 
vorced in 1999. He has sev¬ 
en children and is a grand¬ 
father. 

Jagger is likely to face re¬ 
newed questions about his 
future and that of his band 
now that he has reached re¬ 
tirement age, but he 
should be used to it. 

More than 45 years ago 
he was asked how long he 
could keep going with the 
Rolling Stones, and in a 
separate interview, his 
questioner said: “Can you 
picture yourself at the age 
of 60 doing what you’re do¬ 
ing now?” 

"Yeah, easily. Yeh," he 
replied. reuters
